So that you ſee, inſtead of the acknow- 
ledgment, which according to bis Receipt, 
the Conformilt ſhould mike » he expects 
one from the Nonconfarmiſt, as the terms 
of Accommodation with the Church of Eng- 
land — This is the more obſervable, be- 
cauſe much about the time of publiſhing 
this Pamphlet, it was rumoured abroad that 
ſeveral of the Biſhops had deſired a Con- 
firence with ſome of the Chief Diſſeaters 
in order to a Comprehenſion. 

The Terms appear to me, fo-very harſh, 
that T could think of no better aame for 
them thay Nabeſb Revived. 

The Propoſals of Nahaſb to the Men of 
Fabeſh Gilead were — On this Condition 
will 1 makg a Covenaxt with you, that I

And then to be ſure 
they wauld ley it for a reprogey upon {[r4- 
el, that Diſſeaters were Hypocrites ; and 
notwithſtanding all their former Clamours 
againſt the impoſitions of the Church in 
this points they could now for intereſt ſake 
pwn and comply wich it» and that they had 
all chis while juſtly ſuffered as Seditious, 
Fattiqus. Humatiſts, tberefyre ler. their blood 
our hands 
lean from it ( may the Church ſay ) by thesr 
wn conſext, This undqubtedly will be the 
reſult of ſych a Peace as this Pa phles pro» 
pounds with the Church, if iſſenrers 
de wiſe and conſiſtent with themſelves, 
will. not embrace Peace without Truth, 
follow afcer it without Holineſs, and 
anſwer of a good Conſcience, 
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The Artifice of this Pamphleteer is very © 
oblervable , he would infiavate, that the 
Differences berween the: Conformiſts and 
Nonconformiſts, are only ſome. Ceremonies 
which the Nonconſormiſts ſay the Pajiſts 
bave ſo much abuſed , that they are not any 
more fs for uſe ; thus he would extenuate 
the difference that unwary People might be 
brought to a compliance, and thus would 
he repreſent the Diſſenters Obj:Cions, that 
they might ſeem to be very weak and in- 
conſiderable, which is the height of diſinge« 
nuity 3 for any one might have an Anſwer 
in their Mouths againſt this (it it were 
all ) viz. that the beſt things might be abu- 
ſed, and though the Papiſts did abuſe the 
Ceremonies, they werg not a whit the worſe 
in themſelves 4 whereas in truth our Obje- 
ion againſt the Ceremonies is , that we 
ſee” no warrant for them in the Word of 
God, which we look ypon as the ooly Rule 
for Faich and Manners, and dare not comply 
with them, becauſe we aever find they were 
Practiſed nor Commanded by Chriſt nar 
the Apoltles, and rckon them Condemned 
as Voluntary Humilicy, Will Worſhip, and 
Traditions of Men ; neither are the Cere- 
monies all the Scruple, as our Author would 
alledge, ( by which he diſcovers eicher ig- 
norance or difingenuity ) we alfo diſſear 
from their Government, and the Effedts of 
it, their. promiſcuous admiſſion of all forts 
to the Sacrament,» contrary to their own 
Canoe » and impoſed' Forms of Prayers 
which are far from being Ceremonies, the 
very Vitalsof Religion being concerncd in 
them. 

He is alſo, at ſome pains to perſwade - us 
of che: Churches Moderation. towards Diſ- 
ſenters, contrary to the experiences of all 
ſince the Reformation ; but being conſci- 
ous that there wese very few inſtances of it 
in our days, or at home, he ſends us to 
Queen E{:z,abethy time, and abroad,no nearer 
than Switzerland, to Zurick and Baſil, to ſee 
Letters writ, by ſpecial hands , upon the 
Paiat of Moderation, = which they. could _. { 
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not prevail, Happy were the Nation if all 
our preſerit Prelates were of the Spirit of 
the Prelares in thoſe days, which wrir' rhe 
faid Letters; and if they could aniwer him 
no other way, but by ſending him as far for 
inſtances of their ſeverity; but we muſt 
needs look upon it as a ſhameleſs impoſing 
on us, when there ar2 ſo many thouſunds in 
the Nation that can atteſt their ſeverity 


from ſad experience, without ſo much as go-- 


ing over their- own Doors. 
There is another Diſingenuous Allega' i- 
on of this Author, which ſhew*d the Malig- 


nancy of the Spirit of Perſecution to be ſtill 


Regnant in the Church of Exglend: Says he, 
Ir 1s not to be expetted that the Church of 
England Clergy fhould acknowledge their 


ſimplicity inadhering to Laws, as if an Un 


juſt Law covld juſtify the Obeyer. But 
by a former Gon he gives the faral 
'Blew- to- his own Cauſe, and' britigs the 
Chorch vnder a neceſſity of acknowledging 
theſaid Laws to be unjuſt, and confequent- 
Iz either ro confeſs and forſake her 
conformable ro them, or-not to find Mercy. 
"The Conceſſion is this, that the difftrence be- 
eween the Church and Diffenters are of as [tle 
concern to Religion, as thoſe about meazs in 
the Apr ſpies time, pag. 4. Col. 2. Then if it 
can bermade appear, that the making of Pe- 
nal Laws, enjoining ſuch Meats to be caten 
as-neceſſary Terms of Church Commenion, 
would have been: contrary to-the Apoſtes

Our Author, #6:;d. alledges further, that 
nothing* but preing7gements to. the Com- 
mands of God, can excuſe them' from Ob- 
ſervance of ſuch Laws ; but if rhe Ceremo- 
nies be like the Meats, as he formerly grant- 
ed , the Apoſtles prohibicion' to uſe ſach 


Meats, as occaſion of Offence, or ſtumbling 


Block, or to grieye and deftroy our Bro- 
ther by them, is preingagement ſofficient. 
All this being conſidered, it may. ſeem 
ſtrange that our Anthor ſhould deny fo much - 
as an acknowledgment of miſcarriage from 
the Church of England ;, which is the very 
firſt leaſt thing that Diffenters could expect 
towards an Accommodation, to which they 
are now Courted ; but the ſame being de- 
nied, it muſt needs open the Eyes of think-- 
ing perſons to ſee that there is no-probabi- 
Iiry of their being ſo honeſt, as to forſake 


"their fanlts, whoare not ſo ingenious as to 


confeſs them. 

But the Church by this inſtrument, know- 
mg her ſelf not ts be able to; maintain her 
cauſe by Argument, - makes uſe of too great 
Engines, which I ſhall now-take into Con- 
ſideration. .

But if there were none of theſe foremen-"- 
tioned inſtances to diſcover their Temper 
toward Diſſenters, they ſufficiently ſhew j 
by their horrible and open Execrations in- 
ſtead of Prayers, for which no man, that 
I have heard of, has been Excommunicated 
by them, as Diſſenters have been tor their 
Necnconformity. 

From theſe Premiſes, it will be caſie to 
form this Concluſion, That the Church hath 
always reſolvedif Diſſenters would not bear 
the Croſs on their Foreheads, they ſhould 
bear it on their Backs z if they would not 
bow to the Altar, they ſhould ſubmit to the 
Halter ; if they would not bow at the name . © 
of Feſws, they ſhould be committed to the * © 
cuſtody of Goalers;z and that their love to ©  ? 
them ( like Draco's Laws ) ſhonld be writ 
in Characters of Blood. But whether ſuck 
Carriage be conſiſtent with Love amongſt - 
fellow Creatures, much leſs with that muru=- - 
al forbearance and Love which Chriſt hath 
commanded amongſt Chriſtians , let any 
judge. 

As to their' Suggeſtions of a Defign by -

But it is not to be ſuppoſed, That Di {| 
ſenters are ſo unjuſt, as ro Suſpet His Mar 
jeſty, to whom they awe their Liberty and 
the Peaceable enjoyment of the Goſpel 
(which they value above all things)without 
hazard of Capias's after abſurd Excommuni- 
cations, or any other diſturbances from haſe

ly Compaſſion had not applyed a Soveraign 
Remedy, and given the Nation a happy 
Forexafte of that Tranquillity the Continu- 
ance whereof they thcy may expect from 
His Gracious Conduct, if they ftand not 
in the way of their own Peace, 

As for their union with Diſſenters,the Pro- 
poſals they make for that end,do ſufficiently 
diſcover their Inſincerity, and I am confi- 
dent they do not believe that Difſenters, 
who hive expoſed themſclves to their Cru- 
elties for 'o many years, becauſe theygonld 
not in Conſcierce Unite with a Church ſo 
Cenſoriovs for Noncouformity to their Dit- 
cipline and Cecemonies, and [till Conreſting 
the Diſpenſing of thoſe Laws which gave 
edge to their Cenfures, can think them real. 
Inche next place, As to their Promiſe of 
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endeavouring to procure eaſe for Diſſ:nters; ' 
It is not probable that we ſhould be cacched 
in this Snare 2g:in, eſpecially fince the 
wounds are yet Blecdiig, znd the Mcmory 
of them recent, which we ſuffered » ſince 
prevaited with to ſurceaſe endeavours that 
K. Charles the Seconds Declaraticn for Li- 
berty of Conſcience, might. not kave been 
Recalled ; but if the Churches Fidelity could 
be truſted in this Point, her Ability cannot 3 
we know they are divided about the matter 
amongſt themſelves, and tho they were U- 
nited, that they have not the Legiſlative 
Power, and that they can neither Enatt nor 
Repeala Law without His Majeſty*s Conſent, 
which is not to be Expected on the Terms 
they propoſe. 

This being paſt all Contradiions, evi- 
dent that both the Inſiouations of Fear, and 
Pretenſions of Love mzde by the Church, 
are ill founded ;, it is of Concernment to 
Diſſenters, to conſider ſerioufly what they 
have to do, and not to be prevailed upon by 
Fears of uncertain Dangers ( againſt which 
they are promiſed all poſlible Security ) to 
lye under {auch as are certain and impending, 
which if not Removed are kept in reſerye 
for them. 

[c is certain, that there are unjuſt Penal 
Laws in being, ard that there mav be found 
in the Church of England a Perſecuting Spirit 
to pu? thcm in Execution, and carry them 


be yond their extent. 
It is alſo certain, That Diſſentes have complained 
of the Goſpels Free Courſe being ſtopt, Cor.verfion 
of Sou's hindred, Profanity encouraged, their Lives 
and Fortu..es being ruined, and Anti-Chriftian Seve- 
rities un.verſally impoſed upon the Nation 3 from all 
which they have many times, yea, continually prayed 
to be delivered; and can it be expected now, that - 
they ſhould have ſo little Conſcience, or ſence of In-.& 
tereſt, as to neglect the means Cod has in anſwer t@-- 
theic Prayers put in ther hand, fo unexpectedl 
rid themſelves of that Tyranny, and inſtead of
